: fncoB a Herlous traffic and parking 
problem. Mayor George Bartlott, 
tho TlllaRo council, and business 
firms of tho town are glvlnp the 
matter grave cnnsldcratlon In the 
hopQ of forming an equitable solu- 
tlon. 

Antloch's Main atreot, n continua- 
tion of Milwaukee avenue. Route 21, 
l8 one-of the greatest hlgliways lead- 
ing to tho Illinois and Wisconsin re- 
sort sectlotui, thus carrying a heavy 
through traffic oh well as n groat 
abnormal trafflc during tho summer 
months. Inadequate parking space 
makes traveling slow and daugcroun, 
and the public endures great Incon- 
venience and merchants have suffer- 
ed a loss In business because of the 
situation. 

Ordinance Is Proposed 

Limitation by ordinance of parking 
time in the business district was 
proposed at a special meeting of tho 
village board May 20, and the vlUngo 
attorney was hmtructed to draw the 
ordinance to boaubmitted for ap- 
proval by the board at the next regu- 
lar meeting. Tuesday night. June 3. 

Attorney Uunyard was oC tho opin- 
ion that an existing ordinance passed 
some years ago could be rovlsod to 
fit present day needs. 

Favor Regulation Unanimously 

In Intorviowfl \yith 3S buslneas men 
this morning, a representative of the 
Antioch News tabulated the follow- 
ing results:

plan that will be satisfactory to all 
aiid that will tend to relieve congest- 
ted trafllc conditions. To that end, 
all business and professional men of 
the town are urged to attend the 
meeltng of tho board Tuesday night.

Pi'omlnent among those who 
will lake thulr places In tho line of 
march tomorrow, will be A. J. 
Felter, the only surviving Civil 
war veteran bctweou the states, 
and John N. Pacini, the only local 
Spanish American war veteran 
left in Antioch. 

In response to the last call for 
soldiers made during the Civil 
war, Mr. Felter enlisted In Janu- 
ary. 1865, when ho was assigned 
to the 15Gth Illinois infantry. He 
spent the next seven months with 
the Army of Cumberland in the 
states of Georgia, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee, being mustered out of 
service at Loulavlle, Ky., In A\i- 
gust. 1805. ■ 

Mr. Pacini enlisted In Pittsburg 
in 18U8 as a member of the 11th U. 
S. Volunteer cavalry; after serv- 
ing In Cuba for one year, he was 
transfered to the Philippine Is- 
lands, where be saw General 
Henry W. Uiwton fall In the bat- 
tle of San Matio from a distance 
of 150 feet. Having rendered his 
share of service for country, Mr. 
Pacini was mustered out in 
Manila in 1901. He has the dis- 
tinction of being a member of the 
11th U. S. Volunteer cavalry, the 
national convention ot which will 
be held this year In Philadelphia 
sometime In August

Most women, 

lowcvcr, think of their faces first. 

f little lilies and wrinkles begin 

o appear, and the skin on their 

aces darkens and coarsens, ihcy 

immediately take steps to remedy 

this. Of course wc all want to 

keep pur faces fresh and youthful 

just as long as possible. That is 

as it should be. But did you ever 

realize that your hands can betray 

age and neglect, too? This so 

often is unnecessary, for your 

hands can be kept young as well 

as your face. 

After your daily facial treat- 
ment, thoroughly rub into your 
hands the reniainint,; tissue j:rcam 
or skin food and muscle oil, 
snwothing and gripping your 
hands as if you were washing 
them.' Rub each finger from the 
tip to the base, and push back 
your cuticle so it will not he tight 
or Ugly. If you do this just be- 
fore going to bed, slip on .-yn old 
pair of gloves and wear them all 
night. In the morning wash your 
hands with. mild soap and warm 
water. But if you take this hand 
massage before going out, wash 
your hands with warm water and 



mild soap immediately after the 
massage, and then apply hand 
cream. 

Before manicuring your nails 
always apply skin food or tissue 
cream to your nails, and rub it in 
well. Then gently push back the 
cuticle with an orange stick. Be 
careful not to bruise your nails, 
and do not, as a rule, cut your 
cuticle. That only makes it tough 
and liard, and gives your nails a 
careless, untidy look. But if the 
cuticle i.s^ very ragged, and you 
must cut it ofT, use your cuticle 
scissors instead of yo>ir nail 
scissors. Then again rub in tissue 
cream or skin food, as plenty of 
lubrication soon will cure any 
tendency to hangnails and ragged 
cuticle. 

If your hands are rough and 
dry, instead of washing them too 
often with soap and water, try a 
basic cleansing occasionally to 
cleanse your skin without drying 
up its natural oils. 

For this basic cleansing, first 
apply a liberal amount of cleans- 
ing cream to your hands, and 
after a minute remove the cream 
with sfjft cleansing tissues. "Xcxt, 
just as in your daily facial cleans- 
ing, smooth prids of cotton sat- 
urated with skin" tonic over your 
liands. This will remove all traces 
of cleansing cream, hut never will 
leave your skin feeling drawn and 
dry. Last of all, apply a bit of 
hand cream to whiten your liands 
gently without leaving^ them 
sticky or greasy.

WHEN washing fino lace, In- 
stead of starch use two 
lumps of sugar to a basin ot water.

Col, Ed- 
ward U Munson In Ilygela Magazine 
tells In fictional form n true story 
of nn outbreak of cholera In tho Phil- 
ippine Islands In which a typical su- 
perstition played the lending part

tricts had been decimated. Tho health 
ofilccrs knew the epidemic had a com- 
mon source, probably from polluted 
water. They set out In a driving rain 
one night to find It First through the 
poor part of tho city, .tlien toward the 
beach thoy went. 

Far out In the mire left by the 
receding tide groups of natives were 
milling about The two doctors hulled 
a native hurrying toward the beach 
and asked where he w*a8 going. 

"To tho holy well of San Roque,** 
ho answered. *Tt la a inlrncio of God. 
Three days ago his temblor shook the 
earth. Then a spring of fresh water 
broke out hero on the beach at Tondo, 
sent of heaven to protect from cholera. 
At the high waters Its freshness bub- 
bles among the salt Now It la bare.

Tho Murder of Grand .Duke 
Peter 

SUnnOIINDKD by a cloud of nimor 
nnd concoulcd In u Imzc of ofllclnl 
pccrecy, tho murder of tlio Omnd 
Diiko I'oicr. Imatiniul of CaUicrIno 
II of UiiRsIn, rcmnlnR ono of tho 
many unsolved mysterloB conneclcil 
with thiit country, partlculiirly nlncu 
It ts coupled with tho personality of 
one of llio most remnrknble flKurea In 
thi! nnnnia of roynlty— Cutherino tho 
a rent. 

The fltory of Cnthcrlno 11, tho Ro- 
mirnmis of the North iis her contcm- 
ponirlea delighted In calling her, U 
TevoltlnK not only hecnuso It Ib tho 
Btory of a profllRnto woman but Us 
deepest horror Is to bo found In tho 
extreme corruption of tho ngc nnd peo- 
ple to which the empress belonged. 
Peter tho Great anid of his country: 
"UuBsltrls rotten beforo she 1b ripe" 
nnd to renllzG iho true meaning of 
thcHe words nnd tho fullness of their 
Implication, ono must etudy In detail 
tho rclfoifl of Elizabeth nnd Cathcrino 
IL Never was there such n mixture 
of squalor nnd mngnlflccnce ns In tho 
pnlaco of tho former. Filth and splen- 
dor nltemnted throughout tho royal 
apartments nnd the vilest food was 
cntcn from platcq of gold. 

Tho flrst question concerning Cath- 
erine, therefore. Is whether she cor- 
niptod nuBfiln or Uussln corrupted her 
when, ns a girl of eighteen, she canio 
from Germany to marry tho Grand 
Dulie Peter, heir to tho Russian 
throne. At tho time, tho Empress 
Kllznbetb, who ruled Uussla na n 
usurper nnd kept the rightful czar In 
prison, was morally na corrupt ns Cnth- 
crlno became In later ycnrs and added 
dnmUenness, gross superstition, cruel- 
ty nnd Insanity to her other vices. 
Yet, at tho mere word of this frcnr-lod 
empress, torture or an exile that meant 
worfio than death, could nt nn> mo- 
ment bo pronounced as lightly and as 
easily against tho heir to tho throne 
ns against the poorest peasant. 

An even more revolting figure waa 
that of tho grand duke himself. "A 
half-crazed savage In a wig and laco 
coat." "a swaggering, cursing, brawl- 
ing. punch-swUUne rufflan." "n roynl 
degenerate to whom nothing was 
Eocred save his own wi8hea"--thoso 
are some of tho descriptions of Iho 
man to whom Catherine was tflven ns 
wife. Left absolutely alone In such 
surroundings nnd with such n Itusband. 
there Is little wonder that Catherlno 
not only becnmo corrupted but outdid 
tho corruptions In which sbo found 
herself; -' :» ■ - 

la dally nnd almost houily peril 
from the Ineano fancies of the em- 
press, Catherine may well have ex-^ 
perlenced tho deadening efTecta pro- 
duced by tho loss of all security and. 
with rcppect to the question as to 
wliether she might Justlllahly be ac- 
cused of tho murder of her husband, 
It Is only necessary to refer to tho 
notes of Wnllsnewskl, Polish historian 
who made a deep study of the facts 
In tho case of this strange household. 
"Peter remains the same gross, ex- 
travagant nnd insuppovtahlo being 
that he has alwoys been." says Walls- 
newskl, "'A strange bruto streaked 
with Insanity.' according to SU Bcuve'a 
expression, and ho still knows how to 
make himself thoroughly odious. Fre- 
quently ho comes to bed dead drunk 
and, between hiccoughs, speaks to hla 
wife of his favorite topics— his amours 
with the duchess of Courland, a hunch- 
back, or with Frelllne Voronstof. who 
Is marked with smallpor. If Cather- 
Ino attempts to go to sleep he pummela 
her with hla hands and feet to keep 
hor awake until sleep overcomes him. 
lie la almost always drunk and be- 
comes nioro and luoro mad." 

The first step In the downfall of this 
royal bnito was his removal from tho 
throne at tho undoubted Insflgallon 
of his wife, a removal which was fol- 
lowed by his virtual banishment to his 
country homo nt Uopcha where he 
died, officially of "apoplexy" but In 
reality as tho result of a direct plot 
against hla life. Tho fact that tho 
nmrderors dared to act as openly aa 
thoy did and that no attempt was 
made to prosecute them Indicates that 
Ctltherlno had shown that the perma- 
nent reniovalof the grand duke would 
not bo distasteful to her. Tho truth 
about tho affair has, however, never 
fully come to light, for Catherlno had 
no need even to defend herself. Her 
rulo was absolute and sho doubtless 
destroyed any records which would 
tend to Implicate hor with one of tho 
not Infrequent murder mystorleq of 
the royal famllloa of Europe.

Teheranls have found 
that thoy can maUo tho journey and 
return homo In ten days Instead of 
two months as In tho old way.

THIOPIA <or AbysBlnIn), where 
the world'fl newest emperor. Ita» 
Taffarl, has Just taken his 
throne. Is the ono sizable nnd 
climatically doslrablo region of Africa 
which Is not under European Influence. 
It sits aloof on Ita elevated plateau, 
anconquered, Uttlo known, and almost 
nnsong. Its autonomous position, 
however. Is not for lack of Interest. 
Bince It Is larger than tho republic of 
France; It has a delightful and 
healthful climate, and Its economic 
resources have large possibilities. It 
Is rather because It has naturol 
strategic advantages of location and 
because It Is Inhabited by a wonder- 
fully patriotic and warlike people, 
who have defended It agnUiBt all 
comers. 

If we are not top particular In our 
analogies, Ethiopia might be called 
the Tibet of Africa, It has no Dalai 
Lama and no forbidden city of Lhasa, 
with Its monastorles, but It docs have 
a numerous religious people, ancient 
and Isolated, living In a mountain 
■tronghold on the top of a continent 
It Is not now exactly a closed ter- 
ritory In tho way that Tibet Is, but 
It has been practically closed for long 
periods In tho past and foreign travel 
within Its borders has always been 
very limited. In order to cuter iU ono 
must ask permission of the Ethiopians 
(Abysslnlans) themselves, rather than 
of some European power. With Af- 
ghanistan and Slam, It la ono of the 
three absolute monarchies left In the 
world. 

The beginnings of Ethiopia go back 
to times of myth nnd legend. Unlike 
Egypt, with which some of Us early 
history was doubtless connected, it 
has left only scanty and very Imper- 
fect records. That It was peopled 
from the north, perhaps from ancient 
Judett, with addlUons from Egypt and 
Arabia, Is evident. Tho people, there- 
fore, are Ilamltlc and Semitic In ori- 
gin. 
Ruler* Descended From Solomon. 
One of their most cherished tradi- 
tions Is that of tho descent of their 
lino of nilera from the orfaprlng of 
Solomon and tho mysterious queen 
Makeda, or, as now designated, tho 
Queen of Sheba, who la supposed to 
have visited King Solomon at Jerusa- 
lem about 1.000 B. 0. From this time 
on for some three thousand years 
tlieir dynasty la belleted to have con- 
tinued, and It Is certain that. In spite 
of many clvH, religious, tribal and 
foreign conflicts, they have maintained 
themselves as a free and Independent 
people. 

Their territory has expanded or 
contracted from time to tlmo, but Its 
essential Integrity has persisted. 
;, Their civil nnd social customs, lan- 
guage, nnd their outlook upon the 
rest of tlie world also have remained 
Jargely unchanged; so today they 
itand as anachronisms In a world 
which Is moving at bewildering speed. 
Although surrounded by negro tribes 
pnd having some admixture of negro 
blood brought In through centuries 
of Blave-holdlng, tho Ethiopian la- by 
no moans a negro. He Is dark- 
aklnned, with hair usually kinky nnd 
lips frequently thick, but ho has a 
good high-bridged nose, well-set eyes, 
ond a Arm cliln. To this he adds a 
proud and dignified bearing and a 
warlike, patriotic spirit, which mark 
him In an outstanding manner. 

His principal language la Amharlc, 
an ancient Semitic. tongue, but many 
languages and dialects are spoken. 
There la no literature in Amharlc and 
only priest^ can read and write in 
Geoz, also of Semitic origin, but a, 
dead language no longer apokon. 
Haa a Feudal Government. 
The government la on old-fashioned 
feudalism, auch ns flourUhed In Eu- 
rope In tho Middle ages. Theoretical- 
ly, the hereditary ruler la all-powerful, 
with tho life or death of every man In 
hla hands. All aro subject to his call 
to arms and, through a system of 
provincial governors, overlords, nnd 
petty chiefs, to taxation and other 
forma of service. 

Practically, tho system la subject to 
Bome variation; for, In h country with 
poor communication nnd many phys- 
ical barriers, might can mako right 
here as elaewhcro. and it Is somcilmea 
possible for a man to riao to cpm- 
paratlvo power through his own ef- 
j fort Under the feudal system, as In 
I days of old. llie vast, majority of the

people are vasaale In ono degree o» 
another. 

Every little village has Its chlet 
or sham, and around hlra are hla re- 
tainers. When ho travels or oppcars 
In public they tag nt his heels, nnd 
when he Is at home they Ho about 
his courtyard like so many hunting 
dogs, waiting to be called.. If he Is a 
big chief, they may number hun- 
dreds or, on Bpeclal occasions, thou- 
sands; If he Is of minor Importance, 
they may bo only two or three; but 
every one who cnn muster as much 
as ono small boy to act as his attend- 
ant will take great pains to do so. 

In addition to serfdom, slavery has. 
existed for hundreds of years, nnd, al- 
though the present government la 
making n sincere effort to mitigate 
and diminish It, there Is Uttlo hopo 
that It can soon bo entirely abolished. 
Long before our European ancestors 
had heard of Jesus of Nazareth, 
Ethiopians were devout Christians, 
and Christians they have remained to 
this day. They are Christians of tho 
Coiitlc, or Jlonophyslte, branch, which 
originated In Egypt and la supposed' 
to have reached Ethiopia early In tho 
Fourth century. Tlie priesthood la 
very numerous and very powerful nnd 
numbers nearly one-fourth of the male 
population. 

Has Taffarl and his court In Addla 
Ababa are a mixture of the old and 
new. Outsldo the capital city there 
Is nothing modem and the customs of^ 
the people have not changed for cea- 
turles. 

Much Beautiful Scenery. 
Much of tho country Is beautiful 
beyond description. Mountains and 
valleys, forests and meadows, lakes 
and rivers, deep-cut gorges and sheer- 
walled canyons, all combine to furnish 
such a variety of natural conditions 
as is rarely to bo found. 

Although a largo part of tho coun- 
try is thickly Inhabited, the people 
live In small, round, grass -thatched 
huts, known as tukuls, which are 
built-in small clusters on the tops of 
knolls or bo nestled Into tho sides of 
the hills that they seem always to 
have been there. Since there aro no 
fences or roads, no telegraph lines, 
and no wheeled vehicles of any kind, 
tho appearance of smiling virgin na- 
ture Is everywhere maintained. 

An expedition of scientists recently 
spent BC%'en months traveling In 
Etldopln. They covered neariy two 
thousand miles of territory nnd made 
nearly two hundred camps. There was 
scarcely one of these that did not 
provide an atttractlve setting and all 
"practical reaulrementa— level ground 
for tho tents, water and forage for 
tho mules, shade, flrewood, and oppor- 
tunity to collect specimens of mam- 
mals nnd birds, 

Ethiopia onrers ns delightful condi- 
tions for outdoor llfo as can be found 
anywhere In the world. In the dry 
season, there Is practically no dan- 
ger of fever, and Insect posts, with 
the exception of fleas In tho scltlo- 
mcnu, offer lIlUo or no annoyance. 

Tho Mountain Nyala. 
A most Interesting Ethiopian anl- 
nml Is tho mountain nyala, one of tho 
largest and handsomest of African 
antelopes and one of the rarest. It 
Is also, called giant bushbuck, and on 
account of Its strictly Ethiopian dis- 
tribution and Its great beauty tho sug- 
gestion has been mode that It bo re- 
christened *'Quceu of Sheba's ante- 
lope." 

Like Us relative, the ordinary bush- 
buck, it skulks and la given to lying 
In close concealment. Considering Its 
size. Us ability to hido In relatively 
open country is remarkable. 

Fortunately for the hunter, the 
nynla does at times appear In the 
open on high ridges or at tho edges of 
mountain glades. In such places he 
presonta a magnificent , Bight. 

Tho natives met In Boutliern Ethi- 
opia aro mainly Gallas, belouijlng to 
tho moat Important of tho so-called 
subject tribes. There are various 
branches of them, somo of which 
have extended Into the central and 
even tlio northern part of tho coun- 
try, and havo become so powerful and 
BO numerous they may almost bo re- 
garded as assimilated. They * are 
probably of namltlc origin and are 
lighter In color than tlio old Ethi- 
opians. Although mostly pagan, somo 
hcTfl embraced Christianity, whUc oth- 
ers, especially In the southeast, are 
Mohammedans.-

Near Wellington Is Knpltl Island, 
big and hilly, once the stronghold of 
Maori chlefH; It Is now tho equally 
well-defended citadel of tho naUve 
birds.
